A special train orer the Kttsburg, 


Fort Wayne and Chicago road this week 
earned the Minnie Palmer troupe over a 
portion of the road at on average speed 
of sixty mile* per hour. The train sheets 
show that., the train, leaving OrenUine, 
made the run to Pittsburg, 190 miles, in 
exactly five boors and one minute. To 
Jack's Bon, on the Allegheny City line, 
the time was four hours and thirty min- • 
ntes for 1851 miles. The train bad to ' 
run much slower from there into the 
Pittsburg. depot Through Ohio every 
place where two railroad* eras a fall 
stop must be made by trains a given , 
number of feet from the crowing and all 
of the large towns prohibit fast running; 
oonseqncntlv speed mnst be diminished. 
There are twelve stops at such crossings 
and three towns where speed must be 
slackened between Fittsbnrg and Crest- 
ine, and the minutes lost were thirty; so 
that this quick rate oonld fiavebeen low- 
ered even an hour, counting the time 
oat at those places and' while coming 
through Allegheny. The average rate 
of this special was thirty-eight miles u 
lour, bat the greater portion of the dis- 
tance was ran at tho rate of sixty miles 
an hoar, or a mile a minote.

JOHH RANDOLPH. 


A Briaf 6k«teh of th« Moled 


John Randolph of Boanoke. *«n 


American* statesman, wan born in Vir- 
ginia iu 1773 and died in' Philadelphia 
in 1833. His parents were of anoient 
and wealth; families, and on his fath- 
er's side he was descended from Poca- 
hoiitas, the Indian princess, who saved 
the life of C'apt, John Smith, that val- 
orous and adventurous English explor- 
er. Randolph served for many terms 
as a Kepresentativc and Senator ic 
Congress, and was also Minister to 
Russia. " His fluency of speech, skill at 
retort and acrimonious wit made him 
the leader of his party in Congress. 


He was tall and very slender and 


cadaverous, with long, skinny fingers, 
which he was in the habit of pointing 
and 
shaking expressively at these 


against whom he spoke. His voice was 
shrill and piping, but under perfect 
command, and musical in its lower 
tones. His favorite weapons in debate 
were invective and sarcasm, and for 
many vears his sharp and reckless wit 
made him a terror to his opponents in 
the Honse. 


A few miles from Charlotte Court 


Honee ia the old residence of John Ran- 
dolph of Boanoke. 
It was here he 


spent most of his tune in solitary study, 
after Congress had adjourned. He had 
no wife to cheer his declining years, 
nor children to engage his thoughts. 
No man called him his intimate friend, 
and he^had few visitors. For days and 
sometimes weeks no one saw Intn but 
his negro servants. He went to his 
books for solace and burned the mid- 
night oil when other men were* busy 
with their dreams. 


Sometimes he hardly slept at all, and 


one who knew, him relates than when a 
boy he would visit Mr. Randolph. 
He 


slept on a pallet, spread on the floor, 
and Randolph on the bed. He awoke 
one morning about 3 o'clock and saw 
that his bed Jmd not been disturbed. 
The door leading to the library was 
open, and he glanceU in and saw his 
host arranging his books and singing 
very softly, in a sweet voice, "Bock of 
ages, cleft for me; let me hide myself 
in thee." 


He naturally hod a sharp, shrill voice, 


but the youth said he was never more' 
impressed in his life than he was in the 
gray of the morning, listening to the 
aweet old hymn, from the lips of the 
man whose sarctism was so much feared 
in political debate. 


Sometimes Randolph,would become 


lonely and get tome of the boys from 
the school to come and stay with him 
for perhaps a week. Thair parents 
ware always ready to accommodate 
him, for they knew they could not b* 
otherwise than benefited. 


Mr. Randolph, was passionately fond 


of horses, dogs, and guns. He had on* 
of the finest stables in Virginia; indeed 
it seemed to be more comfortable than 
his residence. He spared no expense 


imported^ tine blooded stallions from 
abroad. He sold many horses of his 
own raising, and much of the money 
made in this way wont to pay off the 
enormous debt which hung over his 
estates. He was a splendid rider, tnd 
people often marveled that so slight a 
man as be chose such fiery horses for 
bis own use. 
- 
' - 


He was probubly tho last man in 


Virginia in political life to wno a ooaeb. 
and four. It was employed as an argu- 
ment against him by tho politicians, who 
laHed him an "aristocrat." But he 
kept IiU coach until his death. Whet 
*• went to Philadelphia to embark for 
England he went in his coach, with its 
iivcried coachman and footman, its two 
out-riders .and his body servant, John. 


He had many dogs, all of them 


blooded, and was an enthusiastic fox 
hunter. 
• nis tloga went with fiim every- 


where. When he left for Congress 
three or four followed at his heels, and 
no one must molest them. He seldom 
visited, but when he did he brought 
bis pack with him, and they must be 
allowed' to come into the parlor, the. 
lining-room, everywhere that he went. 
He imported the finest guns from En- 
gland, though he did not use them halt 
. dozen times a year. Among his fire- 
arms he hod the finest pair of dueling 
oistols in the State. He firmly believed 
n the duello, and used them three 
times himself. 


Randolph owned hundreds of slaves, 


trot they were all, with a single excep- 
tion, left :him by his father. This one 
le bought of a slave-dealer out-of pity 
;or his condition. Tho houses that the 
slavesrlived in were as good as his own, 
and they were treated better than any 
slaves in the county. Yon could always 
recognize them by their politeness; the 
nen would always raise their hats and 
ilie women atop and make a courtesy 
when tliey met a white person on the 
road. 


His slaves feared him, but he was 


generally very kind to them. They 
.oved and almost worshiped him, for, 
;o their humble minds, his lofty bear- 
ng and brilliant mind made him ap- 
pear as a being of a different mold from 
ihoso who were around him. Their 
spiritual wants wore also attended to. 
Frequently ministers were invited and 
laid to Breach to them in a way fitted 
;o their comprehension, and after the 
services were over lie would address 
ihem himself. Ho had confidence in 
he oldest of them, and they loved and 
respected him. 


At his death all of them were sot 


'reo, and money put into the hands of 
lis executors to transport tliem from 
;ho State of Virginia. This was by his 
will of 1821, which was tho one admit- 
;ed to probate. In the wills of 1828- 
Jl-;t2 ho did not givo them their free- 
dom, 
though on his death-bed he made 


iho will of 1821 good. His words in 
the will wore: "I givo and bequeath 
all my slaves their freedom, heartily 
regretting that I have ever been the 
owner of one."
